of the Lord, and that now for a long time, the Succetlion of of our Kings, and the 
moſi part of our Rulers with him, hath been agiinlt the Purity and Power of Reli- 
gion and Godlineſs,.and freedom ct the Church of God, and hath degenerate from 
the Virtue and good Government of their Predecefſſors into Tyranny, and hath of 
late ſo maniteſily rejected. God, his Service and Reformation, as a S'avery, as they
